Claim 28: A hair piece comprising at least a first hair bundle and a second hair 
bundle, each hair bundle comprising a number of parallel hairs and having a free end 
and an upper end, the first and second hair bundles being attached to opposite edges of 
an elongated weaving band, said elongated weaving band comprising a first strip and a 
second strip which are parallel to each other, said elongated weaving band being 
configured such that the first strip folds over the second strip to conceal at least one 
interconnecting knot of basic hair such that the free ends of all the hair bundles extend 
downward after hair piece installation, and connection openings for basic hair are 
provided between the two parallel strips.
